Under present international con- 
ditions, a new conception of shelter 
pulley 1s urgently necessary, 

An every aren where there ts ap- 
preclable risk of air attack you 
must arrange ample shelter pro- 
tretion for all the population, 
whether at home or at ciploy- 
ment or clsewhere, at any UUme of 
the day or night. 

As you know, this can be provided 
In a number of ways 

In strongly - constructed 
buildings, by utilising base- 
ments, cellars, or above ground 
rooms or corridors, provided the 
roof 1x strengthened to stand the 
strain if the building above 
should be wrecked, and provided 
the walls, windows and doors are 
reinforced 

By special Nght shelters, af 
steel and concrete, built above or 
below ground. 

By narrow revetted trenches, 
with cross-supports and ample 
overhead covering of carth and 
rubble. 


Evacuation 


This essential minimum protec- 
ton is very different in quantity 
und quality to the confused pro- 
posals which your department has 
put forward up to the present. 

If properly constructed, however. 
{t would provide reasonuble cover 
ngoinst anything except a direct 
hit by high-explosive bomb; and, 
us a matter of undoubted urgency, 
it can be provided quickly. 

It involves, however, careful 
planning by yourself and the local 
authorities, who must assume re- 
sponsibility for Its provision. You 
must no longer leave the house- 
holder to make what arrangements 
he can, at his own expense. 

Protection against direct hit by 
high-explosive bombs is a different 
matter. On o Mmited scale, it ts 
necessary for some essential ser- 
vices, 

But on w large scale—for the 
populations of the highly 
threatened areas- it would be very 
costly, Involve a widespread de- 
struction or worsening of ameni- 
Ues, und take you a considerable 
time to provide. Whether tn time 
of peace the community would 
consider the advantages worth the 
cost and inconvenience Is doubt- 
ful, In any case, much more tech- 
nical investigation into types, con- 
struction and cost 1s desirable, and 
you should undertake this with- 
out delay. 

Meanwhile, if you make avall- 
able the essential minimum 
shelter protection proposed above 
you will have gone a long way to 
reducing the worst effects of aerial 
bombardment.

It would 
bo folly to base A.R.P. on other 
than the most serious probability. 

The choice in the danger zones 1a 
essentlnily between two evils: 
elther ‘the evacuation to safer dis- 
tricts‘of latge sections of the popu- 
lation, or .their exposure to pro- 
longed attack from the alr. 

I cannot wnderstand why the 
Government, well Knowing the ter- 
rible dangers, should have hesi- 
tated to take a decision on cvacun- 
tion policy. For years, according 
to Government spokesmen, “the 
matter hasbeen Under considera- 
tion and constantly {n our minds.” 

But, In fact, as revealed in the 
recent Parliamentary debate, no 
decisions whatever have yet been 
taken about the arens to be evacu- 
nated, Who should be evacuated, 
where the people should go, how 
they should be housed, whether 
compulsion should be exerelsed, or 
how evacuation should be carried 


The Children 


These questions have only now 
been referred to the recently ap- 
pointed Parlamentury Committec, 

Consider, Orst, the children. 

The Government has stated that 
where the risk of wttack Is great 
sehnools will be closed) durtog the 
whole perlod for whieh wr raids 
may he expected 
The short period of 
would not allow children 
sent home when a raid Immedi- 
ately throatened, and, therefore, 
“they should be kept at home to 
share tn the protective arrange- 
ments designed for the general 
public. . . . In those arenas 
which are especially exposed to 
danger, the ideal solution would 
be to evacuate the children to 
safer districts, preferably in the 
country.” 

This advice ignores realitics, 
War may continue for a lengthy 

period. Mothers may be out at 
work, Children, except the very 
young, cannot be kept at home all 
day. Particularly under the ex- 
citement of wat conditions. the 
effect on discipline, behaviour, and 
mental development would be 
devastating. 

Physical danger to life and limb 
would be great; bul, even more 
Important, the havoc, horror and 
terror of alr attack must, on sen- 
sitive and immature minds, have 
wrave psychological results. 

For these rcasons, I belleve that 
tn every area so seriously threat- 
ened o8 to warrant the closing of 
the schools, plans for the cvacua- 
tion of the children, including 
those under school age, should be 
preparcd—but not to camps, and 
not for children by themselves. 


Family Group 


In any area {from which the 
children have to be evacuated 
other sections of the population 
must be evucuated too. 

Obviously, the most practicable 
unit of evacuation, as well as the 
most generolly desirable, ts the 
family or houschold group. 

Evacuation will necessarily be a 
rough and ready affair, no matter 
what plans are prepared before-

It is Just preposterous to lmply, 
as the Government has done, that 
3,500,000 persons might be moved

don by rail in 72 hours. 

Simuarly, in the areas to which 
evacuation takcs place, famllics 
wili have to bo roughly fitted tn 
with cxisting households for the 
most part, and much will have to 
be done in arranging food supplies 
and extending the local health, 
education and other public ser- 
vices to meet the greatly Increased 
demands upon them. 

Your cholce, 1 repeat, 1s a choice 
between fantastic evils, 

We have to ecxpect aerial war- 
{are on an unprecedented scale, 
Rreatly beyond anything cxperi- 
enced in Spain or Abyssinia or 
China. 

If you can arrange to move large 
numbers of people to less danger- 
ous zones, even at the cost of much 
hardship and discomfort, and 
perhaps many casualties, you will 
at least have saved many lives and 
much injury, and have avolded the 
demoralisation of whole communi- 
tles. 

I wish you all success in your 
great undertaking. Let me add 
that if you bring ao new spirit of 
leadership and reality to your de- 
partment you will mot find your 
fellow citizens slow to do thelr part 
in this—the primary and Icast ag- 
gressive kind of self-defence.

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BRITAIN AIR-RAID 
CONSCIOUS 


To those who profess the doc- 
trines of the “Prince of Peace” 
the piling up of armaments and 
the spectacle of two bloody wars 
in two hemispheres are far from 
heartening. It is apparopt that 
every effort is being employed 
to make people more and more 
“war-minded,” and the conse- 
quences of this extensive propa- 
ganda may be onerous in the 
extreme. There is, however, in 
spite of all the constant en- 
deavour of certain nations to 
glorify war as an instrument of 
national policy, a very encourag- 
ing note in the active prepara- 
tions being planned and execut- 
ed by Britain to counter-act the 
menace of threatened attack. 
No longer can she depend upon 
the natural boundary of her sea- 
girt coast and her powerful fleet, 
but must anticipate the advent 
of an enemy from another quar- 
ter—the air. Consequently, 
mock air raids of such a scale 
ag were carried out on Friday 
are most opportune; for now is 
the time to bring home to the 
people the lessons of modern 
warfare as exemplified by the 
powerful bomber and its cargo 
of death. It is not enough to 
depend upon fihe despatches frgm 
Spain and China to arouse the 
population to consider for itself 
the necessity of adequate pro- 
tection if and when hostilities 
occur. That time will be too 
late; for in these days when 
there is an obvious disintegra- 
tion of international morality, a 
possible enemy might not wait 
for the formalities of declaring 
that a state of war exists, but 
would actually send its flect of. 
bombing planes to deliver a 
“knock-out blow” without warn- 
ing. Those who aver that such 
a contingency is improbable, 
need only to turn to tho “un- 
declared war” that has been 
raging in the Far East more 
thon o year,

The occasion is even more fitting on account of the pheno- 
menal progress accomplished within the period of loss than a century; for 
within some nine decades this Island which was once described as “‘an arid, 
fetid, broiling spot” has been so marvellously transformed that it now 
ranks as one of the fairest of His Majesty’s colonial possessions. 


Although Hongkong has been described time and again in either terms of the 
most cloying praise or of the most vitriolic abuse, searcély any one has attempted 
to show “why Hongkong should not be a success,” unless it was Mr. Charles Henry Sirr, 
an English barrister who came out to the Colony in 1844, and left it four years later 


in disgust preferring, 


as he was alleged to have bluntly stated, “to rather die a 


pauper in any other part of the world than to become wealthy and be compelled to 


leave his bones in Hongkong.” 


Of course, Mr. Sirr was an inexact impressionist, and al- 
though he departed from here to experience what historians say 
was certainly a chequered carcer in the Government service in 
Ceylon, he was apparently honest in his convictions. In present 
day ostimates, however, he was sadly lacking in vision, Like 
many others who have sojourned in this portion of the Hast, 
either before or since, Mr, Sirr felt that it was his express duty 
to write a book detailing his impressions, and so accordingly he 
published in London in 1849, a two volume work entitled “China 


and the Chinese: 
Manufactures.”

Those who complain of the high 
cost of living in the Colony will be 
amazed that this was an identical 
grievance In the first yours of scttle- 
ment, The rent ramp was even then 
apparently in existence; for it Is re- 
corded by more than one resident of 
that day that a “decent dwelting” 
cost $150 Spanish Currency per month, 
whilst even a modernte sized one was 
let at what was then regarded as an 
“enormous rental'-—$60 a month. 
Prices for foodstuffs, however, were 
considered especially dear, and were 
for the most part, If we view thom 
in the light of to-day’s charges, much 
more expensive than even now, 98 
for Instance:

Ham, from 1s to 29 per Ib.

“ABOMINABLE BEEF” 

The beef sold in the markets of 
the Colony was stated| to be 
“abominable” and the price wos 
nenrly as dear as that prevailing in 
england. Bread, too, was expensive, 
nithouth there were in existence, a 
number of balceries which catered 
to the local demand, Wines and 
spirits, however, were much cheaper 
than they were at Home, and writers 
of the day rather gloricd in the fact; 
for in view of the {mpalatable water 
and the’lamentable lack of sanitation, 
the julee of the vine and grain, 
afforded, whether for good or ill, the 
beverage par excellence of the 
inajority of the foreign community. 


Some of the author's statements, 
moreover, scem in the light of modern 
conditlons, almost improbable, as for 
example, when he says: 


“Animals as well as human beings’ 
cannot endure the insnlubrity of 
Hongkong: horses which are Imported. 
there from India, the Cape of Good 
Hope, or Australta, are frequently ill, 
and too often die; and the climate is 
peculiarly fatal to thoroughbred 
English dogs. . . The only living 
creatures which appear to defy the 
climate, ore vermin of all descrip- 
tions; these thrive and multiply to 
the ruin and destruction of every 
description of property.” 


Nature lovers, too, will he shocked 
to learn that “the cheerful note of 
a singing bird, in the full enjoyment 
of existence, ts never heard In Hong- 
kong, and their tuneful notes, except 
as imprisoned pets, never glad the 
ear,” 


In short, this early resident of the 
Colony was not only a convinced 
pessimist, but unfortunately, a most 
pronounced “calamity howler.” One 
could scarcely conceive his astonish- 
ment if he were permitted to see for 
himself the splendours of this great 
commercial emporium as it 13 some 
ninety years subsequently from the 
date that he wrote these lines; 


“We deem it a duty that we owe 
our fellow man to speak truthfully 
and plainly of the insalubrity of China 
generally, but ¢ypecially of Hong- 
kong; for had we but one sincere 
friend, who would have told us the 
honest, truth concerning that charnel 
house Hongkong, not all the wealth 
of the East would have lured us 
thithez, Many who have ‘expended 
much capital in {mprovements upon 
the Island, endeavour, naturally 
pessibly—but — asstiredly, knowing 
what’ they do. of “the inhealthiness 
of the Island, most unfairly, to ine 
ereuse the nutnber of ‘colonists by 
mis-representatlbn—hence the local 
press, unded“fhele influence, never 
Feveal one tithe of the ts which 
occur,’ os. wae weet .

Their Importunce and Inter-

Shelter policy, however, ls as in- 
decisive as ever. 

Householders are expected to 
{nerense the natural protection of 
their homes, at their own expense: 
employers to arrange shelters for 
thelr staffs; local authorities to 
provide for those caught out of 
doors or whose homes afford in- 
suffictent cover. 

But two very different standards 
of protection scem to be contem- 
plated: a low standard for those 
at home, and a much higher stan- 
dard for those at work or caught 
in the streets, The position is not 
at all clear, 


In the Home 


In tho case of factories and busi- 
ness premises, the official Hand- 
book lays down standards far 
tndoor shelters which will give pro- 
tection against splinters, biast 
and gas. 

With regard to protection at 
home. however, you yourself ex- 
plained in the House of Commons 
as recently as November 16 last 
that “ the recommendations of the 
ARP. Department are simple and 
cheap. ...

It may be o sign of grace that, 
in the recent Parliamentary 
debate, Government spokesmen 
referred to home protection 
agalnst splinters and binst; but it 
Js clear that they did not envisage 
anything like the protective stan- 
dards Inid down for factorics and 
business premises, 

Under present international con- 
ditions, a new conception of shelter 
policy is urgently necessary. 

in every area where there js ap- 
preciable risk of air attack you 
must arrange ample shelter pro- 
tectlon for all the population, 
whether at home or at employ- 
ment or elsewhere, at any me of 
the day or night. 

As you know, this can be provided 
jib a number of ways. 

In strongly - constructed 
buildings, by utilising buse- 
ments, cellars, of above-ground 
rooms or corridors, provided the 
roof is strengthened to stand the 
strain If the bullding above 
should be wrecked, and provided 
the walls, windows und doors are 
reinforced, 

By special Nght shelters, of 
steel and concrete, bulit above or 
below ground. 

By narrow revetted trenches, 
with cross-supports und ample 
overhead covering of carth and 
rubble. 


Evacuation 


This essential minimum protec- 
tion is very diffcrent in quantity 
und quality to the confused pro- 
posals which your department has 
put forward up to the present, 

If properly constructed, however, 
it would provide reasonable cover 
against anything except a direct 
hit by high-explosive bomb; and, 
us a matter of undoubted urgency, 
it can be provided quickly. 

It involves. however, careful 
Dianning by yourself and the local 
authorities, who must assume re- 
sponsibility for its provision. You 
must no longer leave the housec- 
holder to make what arrangements 
he can, at his own expense. 

Protection against direct hit by 
high-explosive bombs Is 2 different 
matter, On a lMmited scale, it 1s 
necessary for some essential ser- 
vices. 

But on a large scale—for the 
populations of the highly 
threatened arens—it would be very 
costly, involve a widespread de- 
struction or worsening of ameni- 
ties, and take you a considerable 
time to provide. Whether in time 
of peace the community would 
consider the advantages worth the 
cost and inconvenience 1s doubt- 
ful. In any case, much more tech- 
nical investigation Into types, con- 
struction and cost ts desirable, and 
you should undertake this with- 
out delay. 

Meanwhile, if you make avall- 
able the essential minimum 
shelter protection proposed above 
you will bave gone a.long way to 
reducing the worst effects of aerial 
bombardment. 

And now we come to the prob- 
lems of cvacuation from danger 
zones.

strength of the defence, mony 
bombers will got through sgain 
and again; and whether they come 
twenty at a time or two hundred, 
they will create havoc. It would 
be folly to base AR.P.'on other 
than the most serious probability. 

The choice in the danger zones 1s 
essentially between two evils: 
either the evacuation to safer dis- 
tricta of large sections of the popu- 
lation, or their cxposure to pro- 
longed attack from the air. 

I cannot understand why the. 
Government, well knowing the ter- 
rible dangers, should have hest- 
tated to take n decision on evacun- 
tion polley. For years, according 
to Government spokesmen, “ the 
matter has been under considera- 
tion and constantly in our minds.” 

But. in fact, as revealed In the 
recent, Parliamentary debate, no 
deciaibhs whatever have yct been 
taken about the arens to be evacu- 
nted, who should be evacunted, 
where the people should po. how 
they should be housed. whether 
compulsion should De exercised, or 
how evacuation should be carried 


The Children 


These queslions have only now 
been referred to the recently ap- 
polnted Parllamentary Committee. 

Consider, first, the children. 

The Government has stated that 
where the risk of attack iy great 
schools will be closed during the 
whole period for which air ralds 
may De exneeted 
The short period of warning 
would not allow children to be 
sent home when a raid immedi- 
ately threatened, and, therefore, 
“they should be kept at home to 
share in the protective arrange- 
ments designed for the general 
public. . . . In those arens 
which are especially exposed to 
danger, the ideal solution would 
bo to evacuate the children to 
safer districts, preferably in the 
country.” 

This advice ignores realitics. 

War may continue for a lengthy 
porlod. Mothers may be out at 
work. Children, except the very 
young, cannot be kept at home all 
day. Particularly under the ex- 
citement of war conditions, the 
effect on discipline, behaylour, and 
mental development would = be 
devastating. 

Physical danger to life and limb 
would be great; but, even more 

important, the havoc, horror and 
terror of alr attack must, on sen- 
sitive and immature minds, have 
grave psychological results, 

For these reasons, I belleve that 
in every orea so seriously threat-— 
ened as to warrant the closing of 
the schools, plans for the evacua- 
tion of the children, including 
those under school age. should be 
prepared—but not to camps, and 
not for children by themselves. 


Family Group 


In any aren from which the 
children have to be evacuated 
other sections of the population 
must be evacuated too. 

Obviously, the most practicable 
unit of evacuation, as well as the 
most generally desirable, ts the 
family or household group. 

Evacuation will necessarily be 2 
rough and ready affair, no matter 
what plans are prepared before-

Stiff Fight On 
Namoa Island 


Under cover of darkness Chinese 
militiamen the Inunched an_ attack 
en the Japanese positions nat Lungoz, 
Namon Island, on Saturday night, say 
Chinese presy reports from Canton. 
Following repeated bayonct charges 
the Chinese succeeded in breaking 
through the defence Ilne and pressed 
the Japanese to Sumen, near the 
coast, 

The Chinese, however, evacunted 
the town an hour later when reln- 
foreed JInpanese ‘counter-attacked 
Lungoa vigorously. Both slides suf- 
fered considerable .cartultizs, includ- 
ing Colonel Chen Hon-ying, Vicee- 
Commander of ‘the Milliimen, who 
wns wounded. It is reported a large 
quantity of. military supplies and 
ammunition’ ivere seized from | the 
Japanese by the raiders who are now 
holding the hilly regions at Wunon. 

It is estimated that about- 1,500 
Japnnese and Korenn troops are now 
stntloned at various -poiniy on. the 
shore around the Island while morc 
thon a° dozen Japnnese warships 
are patrolling off the: north cunst to 
prevent Chinese’ reinforcements on 
the mainland from crossing the strait 
to the island. Since the Japanese 
recond landing all fishing: junks have 
elther been nelzed or burnt. ©

hand. The difficulties and con- 
fusion and risks of getting the 
people away from the danrer 
ureas may well bo great, parlicu- 
larly when bombing ts In progress. 

It is Just preposterous to imply. 
oa the Government has done, that 
3,600,000 persons might be moved 
50 miles or more out of war-Lon- 
don by rail in 72 hours. 

Similarly, in the arcas to which 
evacuation takes place, familics 
will have to be roughly fitted in 
with existing houscholds for the 
most part, and much will have to 
be dune in arranging food supplics 
and extending the local health, 
education and other public ser- 
vices to meet the greatly increased 
demands upon them. 

Your choice, I repeat, is a cholce 
between fantastic evils. 

We have to expect aerial war- 
fare on an unprecedented scale, 
greatly beyond anything experi- 
enced tn Spain or Abyssinia or 
China. 

If you can arrange to move large 
numbers of people to tess danger- 
ous zones, even at the cost of much 
hardship and discomfort, and 


' perhaps many casualtics, you will 


at least have saved many lives and 
much injury, and have avoided the 
demoralisation of whole communt- 
ties. 

I wish you all success in your 
great undertaking. Let me add 
that if you bring a new spirit of 
leadership and reality to your de- 
partment you will not find your 
fellow citizens slow to do their part 
in this—the primary and icest ag- 
gressive kind of sclf-defence.

SPELLING. 
BEANO IN 
COMMONS 


N injustice was done to 
the Lords in the Commons 
recently. They were charged 
with not being able to spell. 

The matter arose when 
Captain Crookshank (Secre- 
tary for Mines) moved the 
acceptance of a Lord's 
amendment to the Coal Bill 
providing that the present 
coal owners should “refrain 
from any dealing cal- 
culated to give a factitious or 
artificial value to a holding” 
between the passing of the 
Act and the valuation day. 

“We have no objection to the 
amendment,” said the “hon, and 
learned” Slr Stafford Cripps. for- 
mer Labour  Solicitor-Gencral, 
“provided it tx spelt correctly. 1 
presume ‘factitlous’ Is meant to be 
‘fictitious.’ This should be put 
right. Apparently the Lords can- 
not spell.” (Opposition cheers.) 

Another hon, and learned mem- 
ber, Mr. W. P. Spens (Con., 
Ashford) observed that he had 
the curiosity at lunch time to 
consult the Oxford dictionary and 
found that the two words meant 
exactly the same—artificial, 

Captain Crookshunk also ad- 
mitted that he had looked up the 
words in the dictionary. “The 
word used by the Lords,” he said, 
“$9 correct. The dictionary gives 
the meaning as ‘designedly got up 
—not natural.” 

But Sir Stafford returned to 
the attack. If factitlous meant 
artificial why have “foctitious or 
artificial” in the amendment when 
“artificial” by itself was cnough? 

It wns fantastic that words 
should be put into Acts of Parlia- 
ment of which nobody knew the 
meaning till it had been looke 
up in a dictionary. They were 
making fools of themselves if they 
did that. 

Turning to the Speaker, he 
wasked solemnly, whether there 
were no way of preventing the 
“House from making a fool of it- 
self. . 

The Speaker rose in all nis 
dignity of long black cont, Ikcnee 
breeches, and wig. “There are 
.s0 many ways,” he sald, “that 
“I really cannot enumerate them.” 
(Laughter.) . 

The amendment wes then ap- 
roved. No apology was made 

the Lords. for the unwarranted 
charge that they could not spell.

“She shows every promise of mak- 
ing a good recovery, and her physical 
improvement {fs almost equally 
marked. She now takes pride in her 
personal appearance.

BRITAIN AIR-RAID 
CONSCIOUS 

To those who profess the doc- 
trines of the “Prince of Peace” 
the piling up of armaments and 
the spectacle of two bloody wars 
in two hemispheres are far from 
heartening. It is apparent that 
every effort is being employed 
lo make people more and more 
“war-minded,” and the conse- 
quences of this extensive propa- 
ganda may be onerous in the 
extreme. There is, however, in 
spite of all the constant en- 
deavour of certain nations to 
glorify war as an instrument of 
national policy, a very encourag- 
ing note in the active prepara- 
tions being planned and execut- 
ed by Britain to counter-act the 
menace of threatened attack. 
No longer can she depend upon 
the natural boundary of her sea- 
girt coast and her powerful fleet, 
but must anticipate the advent 
of an enemy from another quar- 
ter—the air. Consequently, 
mock air raids of such a scale 
as were carried out on Friday 
are most opportune; for now is 
the time to bring home to the 
people the lessons of modern 
warfare as exemplified by the 
powerful bomber and its cargo 
of death. It is not enough to 
depend upon the despatches from 
Spain ‘and China to arouse the 
population to consider for itself 
the necessity of adequate pro- 
tection if and when hostilities 
occur. That time will-be too 
late; for in these days when 
tliere is an obvious disintegra- 
tion of international morality, a 
possible enemy might not wait 
for the formalities ‘of declaring 
that a state of war exists, but 
would actually send its flect of 
bombing planes to deliver ao 
“Inock-out blow” without warn- 
ing. .'Those who aver that. such 
a contingency is improbable, 
need ‘only to, turn to the “un- 
declared war” that has beon 
raging in the Far East more 
than a year.

“Hongkong is one of that cluster of 
Islands, called by the Portuguese the 
Ladrones, or Piratical Islands, and 
ls a barren region, which although 
in many parts cultivated with 
persevering Industry by the Chinese 
Inhabitants, searcely repays the 
agriculturalist for his Inbour, as 
vegetation will not thrive in this 
‘Insalubrious colonial possession of 
the British.' A rocky sterile moun- 
tain rises from the shore, the helght 
of which is 1,000 to 2,000 fect abave 
the level of the sea, on whose side the 
town of Victoria is built, where houses 
of every variety of form have sprung 
up, with continuous ranges of build- 
ings, interspersed with detached and 
enclosed villas, where lately revelled 
the venomous serpent and the 
poisonous centipede. The Island has 
been held in Wl repute by the 
Chinese nation from time immemorial, 
as one most unhealthy, and from be- 
ing the resort of pirates, thieves, and 
desperate characters of every des- 
eription; and when taken possession 
of by us, the whole population was 
under eight thousand, consisted 
principally of this disreputable class; 
and although many have left, still 
the insecurity of property in Hong- 
kong is proverbial, and daring acts 
of piracy occur continually near to, 


China will be enhanced a 
hundred-fold, and in order to 
cope with such formidable 
weapons of offence, it is impera- 
tive that adequate measures be 
taken. The gplendid efforts 
being expended by the British 
Government in order to accom- 
plish this hereulean task call for 
the highest praise, What is 
more, the initiation of such prac-

But, be~ 
fore that, I hud spent seven ycurs In 
the United States. And I knew, and 
my writing comrades who had been 
nbroad knew, that Japan was not 
yet ready to play host to the Olym- 
ples. The conservative and better 
informed elements in Japan knew 
the same thing. 


These were three reasons why we 
weren't rendy: (1) As far as Olym-

F. A. Ask Counties

Young Referees 


London, 

The Pootball Association have 
launched a nationwide campalan to 
recruit unknown but promising 
youngsters as referees and: linesmen 
In big thme football, 

A clreular letter has been Issued 
by the FA, Referees Committee to 
all county football associations ask- 
Ing them to co-operate in the dis- 
covery and development young 
talent, 

“The committee hope," states the 
letter, “that county associations will 
assist the F.A, by nominating some 
young promising referees | whom 
they can confidently recommend.” 

The committee also suggest that 
county associations should nominate 
a number of youngsters, rather than 
continue to “star” (’star” Indicates 
special recommendation ) the names 
of officials who in some cases have 
had a very long run, 

Mr, W, W. Heard, secretary of 
Middlesex F.A. and long-expertenced 
FLA, execullve discussed the letter 
with me yesterday, writes Heary 
Pollock, “Apparently,” he said, “it 
hog been the custom for some is- 
sociations to go on season after 
season nominating the same referee 
regardless of the fact that the time 
comes when some get a bit too old 
for the job. That Ia a fact which 
has to be faced.” 

Mr, Heard stressed that the 
Middlesex FLA. polley had always 
been to nominate young talent as far 
ag possible.

“And {t is not, 
he contends, ‘“n question of physical 
exercise only, It Is also a question 
of spiritual ‘exercise and enjoyment. 
it jn a question of spiritual valuch 
Without vision the people perish, an 
without the sight of the benuty of 
Nature the spiritual power of the 
British people will be atrophied, 

“Yet we are dally permitting, and 
by our laws encourating,” he pro- 
ceeds, “the destruction of the regions 
our city dwellers desire so much, and 
which the next generation will tn 
even preater numbers desire. With 
ahorter hours of work, holidays with 
pay, oohd Increasing leisure for 
millions, the question of the proper 
use of ure hin become a national 
problem second to none in tinpor- 
tance, And it mnises the provision 
of national parks increasingly and 
urgently necessary.” 

Professor ‘Trevelyan contends that 
natuful beauty stands by the side of 
religion, science, poetry, and art, not 
as on rival, but as the common In- 
spirer and nourisher of them all, and 
with a seeret of its own beside, "It 
is," he declares Ina happy phrase, 


“the highest common denominator in 
the spiritual life of to-day 


Mean and Vulgar Stghts 


Surely there will be nobody, what- 
ever his or her outlook on life, who 
will cven question the abiding truth 
of this ossertion? But can anybody 
also question the absolute veraclly 
of what Professor ‘Trevelyan then 
proceeds to state? “Yet now that it 
fs most consciously valued, it Is be- 
ing most rapidly destroyed upon thts 
plunet, and, above atl, in this Island, 
In old duys it needed no conservia~ 
tlon; man was camped in the midst 
of it, could not pet away from it, 
still less destroy it. Indeed, until the 
end of the elghteenth century the 
works of man only ndded to the 
beauty of Nature, But science and 
machinery have now armed hilin 
with wenpons that will be his own 
making or undoing, as he chooses to 
use them. 

“AL present he is destroying 
natural beauty apace in the ordinary 
course of businest and econa ts 
Unless he now will be at pains to 
make rules for the preservation of 
natural beauty, unless he consclously 
protects {t at the partinl expense of 
some of his other grecdy activities, 
he will cut off his own spiritual sup- 
plies, and leave his descendants a 
helpless prey for ever to the base 
materialism of mean and vulgar 
sights.”* 

Nobody who roums our country- 
side to-day, and notes with obser- 
vant eyes the rupid vandalism that 
sheer materialism Is effecting in the 
most snered shrines of natural 
beauty, will doubl that these are 
words that needed urgently to be 
said, 

As one who for his sins ts con- 
demned to work and dwell in Lon- 
don, but has never missed an oppor- 
tunity to get awny into the country 
green, I can testify that the remorse- 
less ond ruthless demolition of our 
countryside Is steadily marching on- 
ward month by month. Before the 
War one could get out into the coun- 
try in_half on, hour's raflway run 
from Choring Cross. To-day, unless 
one is content to accept semi-subur- 
bin os genuine country, it takes an 
hour, Everywhere the spirit of In- 
disciplined ond uncontrolled commer- 
cialism is making hideous the oncet 
beoutiful. 

Miles of uply, raw suburbs, of 
ribbon-built fnetorics, ond roaring 
motor roads disfgure once pleasing 
prospects. People must have homes 
in-which to Tive, and we must have 
factories and roads, but surely there 
ounht to be controlling authority to 
Insist that in these developments 
there should be some regard to artis- 
tle decency and nesthetle valucs? If 

‘such authority In fact oxists, as no 
doubt I may be told, then it is most 
Ampotently neglecting Its urgent duty,

Shelters 


Of course, fundamentally you 
are faced with two problems- 
elther you can protect people from 
bombs in thelr homes or nearby, or 
you can plan to cvacunte them 
from danger spots to safer refuges. 

Three yeurs ago a special De- 
partment of the Home OMece was 
set up to deal with ALR.P.--a sualt 
of ten housed ino seven rooms, Only 
after two and a half years was o 
decision reached on finance with 
focal authoritles, and the first Air’ 
Ratd Precautions Act passed in 
December, 1937, 

Even now, the two vital ques- 
tlons of policy—shelter protection 
und evacuation--remaln unsettled, 
Thelr importance and inter- 
dependence has at Jast been par- 
tially recognised and ao small 
ParlHamentary Committee ts ex- 
amining evacuation, 

Shelter policy, however, !s as in- 
decisive as ever. 

Houscholders are expected to 
Increase the natural protection of 
their homes, at thelr own expense; 
employers to arrange shelters for 
their staffs; local authorities to 
provide for those caught out of 
doors or whose homes afford in- 
sumMcient cover. 

But two very different standards 
of protection seem to be contem- 
plated; a low standard for those 
ot home, and a much higher stan- 
dard for those at work or caught 
in the streets. The position js nol 
at alk clear, 


In the Home 


In the case of factorics and busi- 
Mess premises, the official Hand- 
book lays down standards for 
indoor sheltem which will give pro- 
tection against splinters, biast 
and gas, 

With regard to protection at 
home, however, you yourself ex- 
plained in the House of Commons 
as recontly 1s November 16 Inst 
that “ the recommendations of the 
AR.P. Department are simple and 
cheap. ...

Tt may bo a sign of grace that, 
in the recent Parliamentary 
debate, Government spokesmen 
referred to home protection 
against splinters and blast; but it

anything like the protective atan- 
dards laid down for factories and 
business premises, 

Under present international con- 
ditions, a new conception of shelter 
pollcy 18 urgently necessary. 

In every area whero there fs ap- 
preciable risk of alr attack you 
must arrange ample shelter pro- 
tectlon for all the population, 
whether at home or at employ- 
ment or elsewhere, at any time of 
the day or night, 

As you know, this can be provided 
in a number of ways. 

In strongly - constructed 
buildings, by utilising bnse- 
ments, cellars, or above-ground 
rooms or corridors, provided the 
roof Js strengthened to stand the 
strain if the bullding above 
should be wrecked, and provided 
the walls, windows and doors ure 
reinforced. 

By special ight shelters, of 
steel and concrete, built above or 
below ground. 

By narrow revetted trenches. 
with cross-supports and ample 
overhead covering of earth and 
rubble, 


Evacuation 


This cssential minimum protec- 
tion is very different in quantity 
and quality to the confused pro- 
posals which your department has 
put forward up to the present, 

If properly constructed, however, 
{t would provide reasonable cover 
against anything except oa direct 
hit by high-explosive bomb; and, 
ns a matter of undoubted urgency, 
it can be provided quickly, 

It invotves, howover, carofu 
planning by yourself and the local 
tuthoritics, who must assumo ro- 
sponsibility for its provision. You 
must no longer leavo tho house- 
holder to make what arrangements 
he can, ot his own expense, 

Protection against direct hit by 
high-explosive bombs 1s a different 
matter, On a Ifmtted scale, it ts 
necessary for some essential ser- 
vices, 

But on a large scale—for the 
populations of the highly 
threatened arecas—it would be very 
costly, involve na widespread de- 
struction or worsening of ament- 
ties, and take you a considerable 
time to provide. Whether in time 
of peace the community would 
consider the advantages worth the 
cost and inconvenience 1s doubt- 
ful. In any case, much more tech- 
nical investigation into types, con- 
struction and cost is desirable, and 
you should undertake this with- 
out delay. 

Meanwhile, If you make avatl- 
able tho essential minimum 
shelter protection proposed abovo 
you will have gone a long way to 
reducing the worst effects of aorlal 
bombardment, 

And now we come to the prob- 
lems of cvocuntion from danger 
zones.

I cannot understand why the 
Government, well knowing the ter- 
rible dangers, should have hes!- 
tated to take a decision on ovacun- 
tion policy, For years, according 
to Government spokesmen, "the 
matter has been under’ considera- 
tion and constantly in our minds.” 

But, In fact, as revealed in the 
recent Parliamentary debate, no 
dcclsions whatever have yet been 
taken about the arens to be evacu- 
nted, who should be evacuated, 
where the people should fo, how 
they should be housed, whether 
compulsion should bo exerelsed, or 
how evacuntion should be carried 


The Children 


These questions have only now 
been referred to the recently ap- 
pointed Parliamentary Committec, 

Consider, Orst, the children, 

The Government has stated that 
where the risk of attack Js grent 
schools will be closed during the 

whole period for which alr raids 
may be expected 

The short period of warning 
would not allow children to be 

sent home when o raid tmmedl- 
mately threatened, and, therefore, 
“they should be kept at home to 
sharo in tho protective arrange- 
ments designed for the general 
public. . . . In those areas 
which ore especially exposed to 
danger, the ideal solution would 
bo to avacuate tho children to 
safor districts, preferably in the 
country.” 

This advice ignores realities, 

War may continue for a lengthy 
period. Mothers may be out at 
work. Obildren, except the very 

young, cannot be kept at home all 
day. Particularly under the ex- 
citement of war conditions, the 
effect on discipline, behaviour, and 
mental development would be 
devastating. 

Physical danger to life and limb 
would be great; but, even more 
important, the havoc, horror ond 
terror of air attack must, on sen- 
sitive and {mmature minds, have 
grave psychological results, 

For these reasons, I believe that 
In every area so seriously threat- 
ened os to warrant the closing of 
the schools, plans for tho .evacua- 
tion of the children, including 
those under school age, should be 
prepared—but not to camps, and 
not for children by themselves, 


Family Group 


In any area from which the 
children have to be evacuated 
other sections of the population 
must be evacuated too. 

Obviously, the most practicable 
unit of evacuation, as well os-the 
most generally desirable, is the 
family or houschold group. 

Evacuation will necessarily be a 
rough and ready affair, no matter 
what plans are prepared bofore-

It 1s Just preposterous to Imply, 
as the Government has done, that 
3,600,000 persons might be moved 
60 miles or more out of war-Lon-

Similarly, in the areas to which 
evacuation tukes place, familics 
will have to bo roughly fitted in 
with existing households for the 
most part, and much will have to 
be done in arranging food supplics 
and extending the local health, 
education and other public ser- 
vices to meet the greatly increased 
demands upon them, 

Your chotce, I repeat, ts a choice 
between fantastic evils. 

We havo to expect aerial war- 
fare on aon unprecedented scale, 
greatly beyond anything experi- 
enced in Spain or Abyssinia or 
China. 

If you can arrange to move large 
numbers of peopie to less danger- 
ous zones, even at the cost of much 
hardship and discomfort, and 
perhaps many casualtics, you will 
at least have saved many lives and 
much injury, and have avoided the 
demoralisation of whole communt- 
ties, 

I wish you all success in your 
great undertaking. Let me ada 
that if you bring o new spirit of 
leadership and reality to your de- 
partment you will not find your 
fellow citizens slow to do their part 
in this—the primary and least ag- 
gressive kind of solf-defertce.

Her desire to assist refugees is all 
very welloup to a polnt.
